GARNISHEE ORDER 
SETTLEMENT. 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

A settlement was announced im a case of 
the Irish Discount Company, Lid., v. Case- 
ment, The plaintiffs had obtained a condi- 
tional order of garnishee against £500 re- 
covered by Mr. Tom Casement in an action 
against the London Express Newspapers, 
Ltd., for damages for libel. The plaintiffs 
in the present motion had got the garnishee 
order over the whole sum of £500 in respect 
of a decree or judgment debt for £92 6s. 6d. 
On Monday last week Mr. C. 8. Campbell (in- 
structed by Mr. D. H. Charles), on behalf 
of Mr. Casement, had moved to set aside the 
conditional order of garnishee, and in the 
course of the arguments some suggestions as 
to a settlement had been made. Mr. Case- 
ment had pointed out in the affidavit that the 
sum was not due by him personally, but had 
arisen owing to his having backed bills for 
friends who had defaulted, and either died or 
left the country. 

On the case being called yesterday, 

Mr, Paul McCarthy (instructed by Messrs. 
Horan and Devine), for the Irish Discount 
Company, stated that the matter had been 
amicably arranged, The plaintiffs were will- 
ing to accept in full discharge of any 
liability by Mr. Casement. Mr. Adam Lloyd 
Blood’s costs, as,eppearing for the Express 
Newspapers, would be provided for. 

Mr. Campbell said that he was glad that 
the observations made by his lordship on a 
former day had a fruitful result, and the 
plaintifis had treated Mr. Casement justly 
and generously. 

The conditional order was, accordingly, 
struck out on the undertaking of Mr. Charles 
that the plaintiffs be paid £80 and that Mr. 
Blood’s costs would be provided for.
